LIVERPOOL PHILHARMONIC SOCIETY. 
On Tuesday, the 24th ult., we have to record another 
successful performance of V Allegro, which, thanks to 
Herr Goldschmidt, seems destined to become a popular 
work. Madame Goldschmidt created the utmost enthu- 
siasm by her fine delivery of the air, " Sweet bird that 
shun'st the noise of folly," and also in the lovely pastoral 
melody, "Let me wander not unseen." In every respect 
this was a fine performance, and the Liverpool Phil- 
harmonic Society is entitled to the highest praise for 
having aided in rescuing this much-neglected composition 
from oblivion. 



At Her Majesty's Theatre, the Promenade Concerts of 
M. Louis Jullien, which commenced on the 2nd of last 
month, continue to attract numerous audiences. Tlie 
orchestra is extremely good, but the programmes — some- 
what too much reminding us of " old times," — appeal to 
the formed and unformed taste of the public in bo un- 
fortunate a manner as to disappoint both. We have no 
objection to the " British Army Quadrille," but we do 
not wish to see it mixed with Mozart's Symphony in 
E flat, and the slow movement of Beethoven's Symphony 
in C minor. 

Benedict's Cantata Richard Oatur de Lion, already 
favourably noticed in these columns, was played with 
much success, for the first time in London, at the Com- 
poser's concert at St. James's Hall, on the 6th of last 
month. 

The French papers speak in the highest terms of 
Berlioz's new opera, *' Les Troyens a Carthage," lately 
produced at the Theatre Lyrique, in Paris.

Aberdeen. — The Choral Union performed Handel's 
DeUingen Te Deum on Friday evening, the 18th ult. 
Mr. Latter conducted. 

Aldborough, near Hdu. — A concert was given in 
the New School-room on Wednesday evening, Oct. 28th, 
in aid of the Cricket Club. It consisted of Sacred and 
Secular Music, which was performed by a party of vocalists 
and instrumentalists from Hull. The principal performers

C. Petty. The (Hull) East Riding Hand-Bell Ringers 
were also in attendance. Their performance elicited great 
applause, Mr. W.J. Petty (organist of St. James's Church, 
Hull) presided at the pianoforte, and conducted the concert.
